ceived Wretches will open their Eyes; that 
they will no longer repeat, after their Teach- 
ers, the Danger of the Kingdom's being ruin- 
ed by an ill Peace; no longer fulpet a Defign 
of bringing in the Pretender, When the Q_—<a 
hath declared, That the preferving the Succeffion 
inthe Houfe of Hanover, is what fhe had moj? 
at Heart; when France is to acknowledge it in 
the flrongest Terms, ande when the Pretender is 
th be removed from theice: That they will no 
more reproach the M=—y with intending a 
Separate Peace, when they fee what peculiar 
Gare Her Majefty hath taken of all the Allies, 
and partichlarly of the Srates-General: That 
they will. no longer afit@& a Dread of France and

cured againft it by that very Confideration: 
Their Commerce is likewife agree to, as demanded 
by their own Minifters, with an Exception of fomr 
very few Species of Merchandize. So that I do not 
fee how any Man can be angry at this Scheme 
of 4 Peact, {till excepting thofe who refolve 
to*be Enemies to all Peace if general; unlefé 
it be, hecaufe Her M——y has thought fit that 
Her own Kingdoms; which have fuffered io 
much more than any of the Allies in the Mi- 
feries of the War, fhould not be the only part 
in the Alliance, without gaining fome Advan- 
tage by the Peace. : 

And here we cannot, without the higheft 
Ingratitude, pafs ovér the Services of thoft 
Faithful, Prndent, and Able Minifters, who 
havé procured us fo good a Peace. It is recor- 
ded, as one of the Glories of Queen Elizabeth's 
Reign, that She preférved the Poor Diftreged 
States from finking under the Power of Spain: 
Let it be réméembred with greater Advantages 
by Pofterity, fince the Work hath been fo much 
more difficult and glorious, as the Dutch are 
beconie of greater Confequencé, and have a 
larger fhare in the Interefts of Europe; That 
Qu—=n Asan, at the Expence of infinite 
Tteafure and Blood, hath fapported Them 
againft the exorbitant Power of Frahce, and 
humbled that -haughty Monarch, who had fet 
no other Limits to his Ambition but Univet- 
fal Empite, obtaining for the States.General, a 
noble Country, and fécure Barrier. Aaother 
Benefit which remains to FPnugland, from the 
Government of that wife Princefs Flizabeth, 
is, the Enlatsing ovr Dominions, and, with 
fonie otHer Acqitifitions, leaving us an Ifland, 
call’d in Ker"Houonr, Virginia: But among the 
more numerous Glories of Q——n Aii—n’s 
Reign, fhall be reckoned, The whole Bay and 
Streights of Hudfon, the Ifland of Newfound- 
Latid, with Placentia, Annopolis, and the reS¥ 
of Nova Scotia; the [and of St. Chriftophery
